Coshocton is Btuch interested in the 
reported coup of tbe Gould swtem in 
acquiring a controlling interest in the 
Zanesville Bell, an J Terminal railway. 
It U> one of the few remaining links 
neceftsary 
for the completion 
transcontinental system. The 
cnane of tbe Terminal at 
enables the Gtiuld sys'em to co duet. 
iU Wheeling & Lake Erie line with 
tbe new line it is about to build south 
from Zanesville to Parkersburg- 
Without this terminal the Wabasb 


could not enter Zanesville except by 
incurring an enormous expense in 
building bridges, condemnirg proper- 
ty and in fighting lawsuits. Besides 
it would be difficult to connect the 
Wheeling * L*ke Erie and their new 
line to Parkersburg without the ter- 
minal. 


Coupled with the Wabasb system 
west of St. Louis is the Missouri Pa- 
cific, which runs from St. Louis west 
and south to tbe Pacific. The latter 
Is under Wabash control, and with 
tbe completion of a Pacific coast ex- 
tension it will make tbe only trans- 
continental .system in tbe United 
Suites under one general ownership. 


In tbe east from Parkersburg the 
Little Kanawba is being built up by 
tbe Little Kanawha river. 
Pifty or 
sixty miles will complete a connec- 
tion with the West Virginia Central 
near Buchanan. W. Va. 
The West Virginia Central brings 
the Wabash to the Western Maryland, 
of which they have recently acquired 
the controlling interest from the city 
of Baltimore. 
This last road lands 
them at tide water. 


In other words, tbe completion of 


the 40 miles of road in Ohio and 60 in 
West Virginia will give the Wabash 
direct and short lines from Cleveland, 
Toledo, Chicago and St. Louis with 
tide water on either side of the 
United States. 
Toe advantages Coshocton will de- 
rive from the extension of the Gould 
system are manifold. Being located, 
on competing trunk lines affords ad 
vantages in freight rates, which is a 
condition of vital importance to man- 
ufacturers. The Gould outlook wil 
no doubt be an added, incentive fo 
new industries to locate here.

"Capital and labor are both in de- 


mand, are both abundant, and for the 
present are both in no condition of 
distress. Xo doubt c=r:«U has a right" 
to combine and no doubt also labor j 
has a right to combine. But might j 
never yet made right and It never can. J 
No man has any right to live exclus- 
ively for himself and no aggregation 
of men has any right to live exclusive- 
ly for themselves. 
Capital owes a 


duty to labor and labor owes a duty 
to capital. 


"I cannot put my finger on the ab- 


solute cause of contention. I suspect 
that the watering of stocks, multplica- 
tion of the millions of capital by arbi- 
trary arithmetic without adding a dol- 
lar to the value has something to do 
with the trouble, and that the unrest 
of iabor is in a large degree occasion- 
ed by the necessity of effecting a rea- 
sonable profit, not oa actcal capital, 
but on inflated and watered capital. 


"Another canse of unrest among 


laborers as it seems to me is this: 
The Introduction of machinery, while 
it has not diminished the demand for 
labor and has in no tray tended to 
throw workmen out of employment, as 
was at first feared, has resulted ia 
such a tremendous Increase in the 
amount of production from a given 
amount of labor that tbe revenue de- 
rived is immensely in excess ol what 
was formerly derived from the appli- 
cation of the same amount of labor. 


"The world Is making progress. Tfce 


watchword of the age Is or should be 
brotherhood- And it should be a 
brotherhood not merely of men wao 
are engaged in the same kind of work, 
but a brotherhood of all men, rich or 
poor, employer and employe, all rec- 
ognizing the fact that they are chil- 
dren of the common Father and broth- 
ers by birth and by community of in- 
terests."

velt's visit to Detroit came to an ent 
at the conclusion of a banquet ten- 
dered him In LJght Guard armory by 
the Spanish war veterans, the opening 
of whose third annual reunion he at- 
tended. It was a brilliant event. Near- 
ly 800 men sat ta tables on the floor 
of the big armory, and the galleries 
were crowded to their utmost capacity 
by brilliantly gowned ladies and their 
escorts. The armory was decorated in 
green and white. Maple branches and 
electric tights were everywhere. The 
president drove to the armory over the 
less traversed streets and arrived there 
at 9 o'clock. 


When the president rose to begin his 


address, which was the first of the 
evening, he received an ovation. The 
men on the floor stood up and cheered 
again and again, while the clapping of 
hands from the gallery was like the 
crackle of musketry. The president 
spoke in part as follows: 


The war frith Spain, though from It soch 


great consequences hare followed, was It- 
svlt bat a. saali war, aud lu the presence 
of the veterans of the Grand Army, all we 
can say Is that tro hor* ;Sat ae of the 
younger generation *howwl a desire to 
! come »p to the standard set br our fathers. 
I-the men of '61 to '<S5- 
Yet, though the 


: actual deeds done were trivial when meas- 
ured u-Uh the giant struggle in which 
Grant and Sherman and Thujas and Sber- 
idau and Parragut and 1'orter won imper- 
ishable renown. It still remains true that 
the war In which these deeds were done 
was of good omen to the country. It em- 
phasized In peculiar fashion the fundamen- 
tal unity of onr people. 
It brought home 


to us what should be the ever present fact 
In our xuind3, that a good* done by an 
American is pat down ta the credit of all 
Americans, aud that, therefore, conversely 
jno act of wrongdoing can be performed 
j by any of oar members without the evil 
I effect being felt to a greater or less extent 
by all of us. 


The war Itself was an easy one. The 


tasks left behind ns. though glorious, have 
been hard. You. and your comrades In 
arms who fought In C'nba and iii tbe Phil- 
ippines, won renown for the country, add- 
ed to it m^ral grandeur and to its material 
prosperity, bat you also left duties to be 
done by those who came after you. 


In Forto KIco the duty has been merely 


administrative, and It has been so 
welt 


done that very little need be said about It. 
In tbe Philippines the problem was one of 
extreme difficulty* 
But. after three years 


of bitter fighting peace has been won by 
the v-nior of our soldiers and civil govern- 
ment bas been introduced, so that 
the 


islanders have now greater opportunities 
for life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness than ever they have enjoyed before 
during their recorded history. Last week 
! I ordered :i taking of the census of the 
islands, and tvro years hence, according to 
the law of congress, the first steps tvlll be 
taken in the direction of giving the Philip- 
pine people a legislative assembly.

other oriental country in the possession of 
an alien power—indeed no oriental country 
at all. save only Japan—bas been given any 
such measure of self-government and per- 
sonal freedom as we have already given to 
the Filipinos.
